CHAIR iN AMERICA 


Still In Use, Though Built Before Co- 


lumbus Discovered Country. 


When Gov. 
Pennypacker In Han- 


over, Penn., delivered the presenta- 
tion address at the unveiling of the 
Hanover battle monument, he occu- 
pied on tho speakers' stand tho oldest 
chair in America. 


Tho chair is a massive piece ol 


work. 
It was 
made in Yorkshire, 


Eng., in 1430, and represents the style 
ol chair architecture popular In those 
days. English oak, Inlaid with vari- 
o«s kinds of wood, <S£-3 used in Us 
construction. The back Is handsome- 
ly siarved and at the top figures of 
S'.ii-ds are engraved. 
The joints are, 


mortised and tenoned and held to- 
gether with wooden pegs. 


Kept as an heirloom, the chair has 


been passed down from father to son 
for many generations. 


Sixty-two years before 
Columbus 


discovered America this chair was 
built and remained In the town of 
Blngley, named after tho ancestors of 
the present owner, during tho reign 
of twenty English kings and queens. 
After a brief stay at Leeds. It was 
taken to Manchester. 


In 1856 the ancient chair was 


brought to this country in the ship 
Mary Hale. During the civil war it 
wan in Richmond, Va., when the own- 
er temporarily left it In the care of 
a friend while 
he escaped to the 


north. 
Subsequently it was sent to 


Watortown, N. Y., and in 1894 was 
brought to Hanover.

pleased to note that the idea has at 
last penetrated Northwestern univer-

Some years ago this very idea 


•was adopted in some of the primary 
grades of our own public schools, and 
for some time worked most success- 
fully 
It stimulated the interest of the 


children, and served quite as good a 
purpose as any textbook lesson could. 


To those who read a newspaper in- 


telligently it is as good as a post-grad- 
uate course, providing the newspaper 
is a conscientious and reputable one. 
There are newspapers from v.-hich no 
good can be had—absolutely vapid and 
tasteless. There are newspapers even 
lower in the journalistic scale whose 
teachings are decidedly harmful. The 
kind of newspaper you place in tne 
hands of your son and daughter will 
tell in the formation ot character. Your 
choice should show whether jou want 
them to grow up clean-minded or not. 
The educational effect depends in no 
small measure, of course, on the re- 
ceptive ability of the reader, but con 
slant .reading will improve even the 
most hopeless case.—Plica Observer.

of Las Creuces, is alive and held cap- 
tive in the mountains of the state of 
Sonora, Mexico. 


Col. 
Fountain was 
waylaid, killed 


or captured nine years ago while re- 
turning home from a term ot the Dis- 
trict court In Lincoln county, where, 
as District Attorney, he had been ac- 
tive in securing many indictments 
against cattle thieves of eastern New 
Mexico. Whether the Colonel and his 
son were positively killed or taken 
and held in captivity no one ever 
knew. 
One thing is certain, he van- 


ished and no trace of tho man or boy 
alive or dead has ever been found up 
to tho present time. 
Tho story of 


Charles Clump, recently from Mexico 
however, indicates that Fountain is 
yet living. 
Clump, a prospector and guide In 


Mexico, claims to have met and talk- 
ed wiUi Col. Fountain and his son. 
Henry, in one of the most Inacces- 
sible" portions of the Sonora moun- 
tains, Mexico. He claims that he and 
the two Fountains started for the 
American border 
and 
traveled for 


three days and nights in a desperate 
attempt to escape. They were eventu- 
ally overtaken by outlaws and a fight 
ensued. One of the outlaws and two 
bloodhounds were shot by Clump in 
defending the fleeing party. 
During 


tlie combat a bullet struck CItimp in 
the leg. which put him out of the 
fight. 
He staggered backward and 


fell Into a ravine covered with bushes, 
where he remained unconscious for a 
long time. 
He 
finally 
revived and 


dragged himself to the bank of the 
gulch, only to find himself 
alone. 


Whether Col. Fountain and son per- 
ished or were recaptured and return 
ed to their prison in the fastness of 
the mountains Clump says is a mat- 
ter ot conjecture.—Kingston (N. M.,)

been passed down from lather to son 
for many generations. 


Sixty-two years before 
Columbus 


discovered America this chair was 
built and remained In the town of. 
Bingley, named after the ancestors ot 
the present owner, during tho reign 
of twenty English kings and queens. 
After a brief stay at Leeds, it was 
taken to Manchester. 


In 1856 the ancient chair 
was 


brought to this country in the ship 
Mary Halo.

Speaks for the Church. 


Tho Rev. Charles Stelzo of Chicago, 


superintendent of tho department ot 
church and labor of tho Presbyterian 
church in America, then addressed the 
convention, speaking of trade union- 
ism nnd Its relation to tho church. 
He said: 


"The organized church nnd organ- 


ized labor sfand for the same princi- 
ples. If I thought the church did not 
stand for these principles I would 
abandon 11 immediately. Trade union- 
Ism hag accomplished much lor the 
people of this country, and, while I 
understand that unionism la responsi- 
ble for a number of evils, its good 
deeds overshadow all the evil ones.

vas'not prepared to discuss current 
news, F irther investigation developed 
he fact that but two members of the 
lass baa read a morning paper. "This 
vill never do," said the 
professor. 


Hereafter I shall expect you to have 
an accurate knowledge of current 
events as chronicled each day in the 
newspapers, and I shall consider il 
ully as 'important .is the daily lesson 
assigned from the textbooks." 


The value of the newspaper as an 


educator bos long been recognized in 
.his section of the country, and we are 
ileased lo note that the idea has at 
ast penetrated Northwestern univer- 
sity. Some years ago this very idea 
•was adopted in some of the primary 
grades oJ our own public schools, and 
'or some time worked most success- 
fully. It stimulated the interest of the 
children and served quite as good a 
jurpoae as any lextbook lesson could. 


To those who read a newspaper in 


telligenlly It is as good as a posl-grad* 
.late course, providing the newspaper 
..s a conscientious and reputable one. 
There are newspapers from which no 
good can be had—absolutely vapid and 
:asteless. There are newspapers even 
.ower in the journalistic scale whose 
cachings aie decidedly harmful. The 
iilnd of newspaper you place in the 
liands of your son and daughter will 
;ell In the formation of character. Yout 
choice should show whether 3011 want 
them to grow up clean-minded or not 
The educational effect depends in no 
small measure, of course, on the re 
ceptive ability of the reader, but con 
slant reading will improve even tho 
most hopeless^ase.—Utica Observer.

ot Lns CrouccB, IB allvo and lield cap- 
tive In the mountains of the stale of 
Sonora, Mexico. 


Col. Fountain was waylaid, killed 


or captured nine years ago while re- 
turning homo from a teitn ot tho Dis- 
trict court in Lincoln county, where, 
aa District Attoiney, ho hud been ac- 
tive in securing many Indictments 
against cattle thieves of eastern New 
Mexico. Whether the Colonel and Ills 
son were positively Idlled or taken 
and held in captivity no one ever 
knew. One thing is certain, lie van- 
ished and no trace of the man or boy 
alive or dead has ever boon found up 
to the present time. Tho story ot 
Charles Clump, recently from Mexico 
however, Indicates thai Fountain is 
yet living. 


Clump, a prospector and guide in 


Mexico, claims to have met and talk- 
ed with Col. Fountain and his son, 
Henry, In one of the most Inacces- 
sible portions of the Sonora moun- 
tains, Mexico. Ho claims that ho and 
the two Fountains started for the 
American border 
and 
traveled for 


three days and nights In a desperate 
'attempt to escape. They were eventu- 
ally overtaken by outlaws and a fight 
ensued. One of ilio outlaws and two 
bloodhounds were shot by Clump ir, 
defending the fleeing party. During 
the combat a bullet struck Clump In 
the leg, which put him out of the 
fight. 
He staggered backward and 


fell Into a ravine covered with bushes, 
\vliero he remained unconscious for a 
long time. He finally revived and 
dragged himself to the bank of the 
gulch, only to 
find himself 
alone.

Islied or were recaptured and relum- 
ed to their prison In the fastness of 
the mountains Clump says is a mat 
ter o£ conjecture.—Kingston (N. M.,) 
Cor.
